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DISPOSE OF VETO BILL! 


PRESS AND PEOPLE DISCUSS IT 
MODESTLY 


ritain is Pleased that Veto Bill Has. 

Been Disposed of—Asquith's Vic- 
tory is Regarded as Greatest Lib- 
eral Coup in a Century—The Irish 
Leaders Are Confident—History 
Will Give Credit to Policy. 


London.—The official report of the 
proceedings of the House of Commons 
makes the announcement in formal 
official terms that a message has been 
received from the House of Lords stat- 
ing that they will not insist on amend. | 
ments to the parliamentary bill to 
which the House of Commons had dis- 
agreed and have agreed to consequent: 
ial amendment to the bill propesed by 
the House of Commons, 

Thus will be recorded in documents 
of parliament the reatest victory 
achieved by a Liberal prime minister 
in a century, although Unionist votes 
passed the bill in the upper chamber 
recently, history will vive credit to 
Premier Asquith’s audacious policy. 

The victory was all the greater as 
it was achieved with a composite ma- 
jority in the House of Commons over 
which the government whips had no 
control, While there is strong public 
opinion opposed to a radical change | 
in the constitution, and even many 
Liberal peers thought that the govern. 
ment was going too far, satisfaction is 
veneral that the end of the session, 
which has kept parliament ina tur- 
moil so long, has been reached. 

In the press and among the people 
the result was discussed with modera- 
tion, and already interest is turning 


to other matters, Certainly the res 
eont rift has not done the Unionist 
party any good, and in the future 


there will be always a possibility. of 
more backing out should the leaders 
show any weakness on a question of 
national importance, 

However, efforts are being made to 
bring the two sections together on a 
strong platform, among the chief 
planks of which will be the repeal of 
the parliamentary bill and the refortn 
of the house of lords as outlined in 
Lord Lansdowne's bill, 

The Trish leaders are confident that 
the way is now open to Home Rule 
and from the statement of Home See- 
retary Churehill in the House of Com- 
mons, that the government intended 
to pass the Home Rule measure dur- 
ing the present parliament, it appears 
to some extent justified,

Grain Raising Experiences 
By A. E. R. 


Seed Oats—When , threshed, should 
be put in small bin as it will heat more 
or less in large bin. After three or 
four weeks it should be shoveled over. 
To follow these instructions will insure 
much better seed. 

Cut Worms—In the spring the worm 
comes near the surface in hot days. 
Sow on oats early in spring and rake 
in. Tet the chickens scratch over the 
garden and they will get the worms as 
well as the oats. Before sowing gar. 
den seed soak in coal oil atiput two 
minutes and the remaining worms will 
not touch the piant. This is easily 
done and will save your garden from 
the worms. 

How to Grow Rhubarb—In the 
spring take the old leaves off and put 
an old stove pipe over every stalk and

ON RECIPROCITY 


A large number attended the meet- 
ing on* Thursday night last in the 
Opera House, when Ir. Clark, M. P., 
gave an address on ‘*Reciprocity.”’ 

Mr. Charles Peterson presided over 
the meeting with his accustomed dig 


nity and introduced the speaker of the * 


evening in a few brief remarks. 

Addtessing his audience in the ca- 
pacity of a past rather than a present 
member, Dr. Clark dealt with tne 
question of Reciprocity in an,interest- 
ing manner, holding the close atten.
